tification contest prizes, awarded 
each year to gardenclubs through= 
out the nation which have sub= 
mitted the most worthy suggestions 
for a local improvement project, 
The design plan submitted was for 
planting of the embankment and 
roadside area along the approach 
to Andover Recreation Park on 
Abbot St. 

At the 40th annual meeting of 
the Garden Club Federation of 
Massachusetts in May, the An= 
dover Garden Club was cited as 
one of the prize winners and re= 
ceived a $200.00 grant to get the 
project started, 

Mrs. Francis, Sears award 
chairman, and her assistant, Miss 
Marjorie Stearns, sought the co=- 
operation of Leslie Bartow, An- 
dover recreation director, and 
Phillip Busby, superintendent of 
the town tree department, and 
began the work with the placing of 
topsoil and the planting of 160 low= 


bush blueberry and 40 low-spread= 
ing juniper, These were used not 
only to beautify the area, but also 
as a conservation measure to stop 
erosion of the embankment, 

In May, the Girl Scouts helped 
with the planting and now Boy 
Scouts are lending a hand with the 
final: planting for this year, The 
bankings are so steep, that it will 
take a number of years, a good 
deal of money, and the cooperation 
of the community to transform 
the unsightly area into the bank of 
green that Mrs, Francis and Miss 
Stearns visualize, Mrs, Charles 
Packard is the present Sears award 
chairman, 

In the meantime, the project 
moves slowly, as the anti-erosion 
planting begin to take root, The 
next step toward financing civic 
beautification and conservation in 
Andover will be taken Saturday, 
Nov. 25 when the Andover Garden 
Club weeks to raise funds with a 
Decorated House Tour.

strengthen the community - 
Federal partnership and insure 
that the people of Massachusetts 
will get a high return on their tax 
dollars than providing an oppore 
tunity for local officials to present 
their problems directly to Wash= 
ington, 

The Senator said several mem= 
bers of the President’s Cabinet and 
other Federal officials are ex~ 
pected to participate in the con= 
ference, Special emphasis will be 
placed on the question of crime 
and violence in urban areas, and 
on pending legislation in this area, 


Other items to be covered at 
the conference include public 
transportation, poverty programs, 
urban development, recreation, air 
and water pollution, and Federal 
programs in health, education and 
welfare, 

Further details of the conference 
will be announced at a later date, 


The School Committee unan= 
imously approved Tuesday new 
educational specifications for elee 
mentary school facilities in West 
Andover, which will be built as a 
24-room addition to the present 
West School rather than as the 
separate facility originally pro= 
posed, 

They include requests for a 
separate gym, cafeteria and 400- 
seat auditorium rather than the 
sort of combination cafeteria=- 
auditorium or gym-cafeteria built 
into existing schools, The ad= 
ministration explained to the com= 
mittee that multi-use facilities 
would be difficult to manage ina 
complex which will accommodate 
more than 900 pupils, 

The specifications will now be 
presented to the School Building 
Assistance Commission, If the 
plans clear this state agency, work 
on the project can get underway 
since a special Town Meeting last 
August voted $80,000 for prepara= 
tion of preliminary plans, working 
drawings and bid specifications, 

The ed-specs call for expansion 
of the West School site by 30 acres, 
the acquisition of additional front=- 
age on Beacon Street and exten= 
tion of town sewage lines along 
either High Plain Road or Lowell 
Street, These points were dis= 
cussed in advance of the August 
meeting and at that time appeared 
acceptable to both the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Com= 
mittee which supported the move 
to substitute a West addition of 
24 rooms for a new school of the 
same size in a different location, 


Essentially, school department 
plans call for use of the existing 
building as a center for kinder= 
garten and primary activity, The 
upper grades will be located inthe

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Constitutional Issue 


In New York State those who believe that government 


should give financial aid to church-related schools have 
persuaded the state constitutional convention, now in 
session, to recommend repeal of the present strict ban on 


such support in New York. 


In Pennsylvania, heavy pressure is being brought to 
bear on Gov. Raymond P. Shafer and the state legislature 
to levy a tax for the benefit of nonpublic schools. 

And in Rhode Island, five Cranston residents have 
challenged a 1963 law under which state and local govern- 
ment treasuries have been contributing toward the pur- 
chase price of textbooks for church-run schools. A 
Superior Court judge has already ruled that the law is un- 
constitutional and violates both the federal and state 
constitutions. The test case will be appealed to the Rhode 
(sland Supreme Court, and could eventually come before 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Around the country there is open disagreement between 
some officials of churches which operate elementary and 
secondary schools for children of their parishioners and 
the clergy of denominations which oppose any use of 
public funds for church-related projects. By and large, it 
is. the Roman Catholic Church which seeks state aid for 
parochial schools and both conglomorate and individual 
Protestant organizations which oppose it. 

In states where the issue is being debated, stiff opposi- 
tion to state aid for private schools — parochial or other- 
wise — is coming also from public school educators who 
argue that if there is additional tax money available for 
education, it should be spent to meet the needs of public 


schools. 


Because requests for expenditure of public funds for 
church-related schools are heard with increasing 
frequency, everywhere, it is time for the U.S. Supreme 
Court to accept a case which will lead to clear under- 
standing of what sort of aid, if any, is permissible for 
church schools or other church-oriented activities under 


the terms of the Constitution. 


The Christian Science Monitor, in a recent editorial, 
posed these questions for the Court: 

"Noes the First Amendment to the federal Constitution 
forbid indirect as well as direct financial aid to church 
schools? If the law is so worded as to appear to benefit 


the pupil rather than the school, does that in itself make 
the aid constitutional? Is aid for an educational purpose 
sufficiently different from aid for a social welfare purpose 
that the latter may be constitutional, but not the former? 
We should like to see them answered with a ‘‘reasoned 
an¢ authoritative opinion from the nation’s highest court.’’ 
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To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

Whenever the Town gets ready 
to build another public building 
we hear about ‘*Traditional Archi- 
tecture’’, For a change, let’s talk 
about architectural tradition, Let 
me illustrate, 

Around 1240, the people of 
Cologne became affluent enough to 
build a large cathedral, They had 
several splendid Romanesque 
churches, but as they had heard 
of cathedrals which were then being 
built in Amiens and Chartres ina 
completely new style, they sent 
their best builders there to learn; 
and as a result, we may admire 
the noble Gothic Cathedral of 
Cologne. 

Around 1100, the Normans built 
a great cathedral in Ely, England, 
In 1322, the tower collapsed, Two 
of England’s best architects were 
charged with rebuilding it, Did 
they copy the Norman style? No; 
they added a magnificent tower 
and other features in thethen most 
contemporary English Gothic to 
the Norman nave, 

And so everywhere, through the 
centuries and today: the oute 
standing architects, following the 
architectural tradition of moderne 
ity, have always refused to build 
“Traditional Architecture’’, 
Harvard has its lovely old Yard, 
but gave the job of designing the 
Visual Arts Center to Lee 
Corbusier, MIT has its classic 
main building, but more recently 
built the Kresge Auditorium, Phil« 
lips-Andover has its charming 
Bulfinch Hall, but now has added 


the modern Arts and Science 
Buildings, 

Let’s hire good architects for 
the Town to build us contemporary 
structures in the best architece 
tural tradition, rather than work 
with third-rate copyists who would 
be willing to give us ‘‘Traditional 
Architecture’’,

As Others See It 


When Teachers Strike 


“In a Harlem classroom (re= 
cently) stood Floyd McKissick, a 
Negro leader of some renown. For 
the benefit of his pupils, whose 
regular teacher was not available 
that day, he sketched a diagram of 
the New York City teachers’ strike, 
On one side was the city’s school 
board, and on the other were the 
striking teachers, In the middle, 
caught between two arrows, were 
the children, He listed reasons for 
the strike, ‘‘better wages, better 
working conditions,®® and reasons 
against the strike, *‘blackchildren 
hurt most, hurts poor children 
Most because poor must go to 
public school.’ 


‘Mr. McKissick could be 
accused of glossing over some 
real teacher complaints and legiti- 
mate teacher demands, He could 
not be accused, though, of sheer 
black-power demagoguery when he 
pinpointed the real victims of (the) 
teacher walkouts throughout the 
country: children, It is this fact 
that must govern any discussion of 
whether strikes are proper for 
teachers, 

“Such discussion usually gets 
bogged down in hassles over ‘‘pro= 
fessionalism’*, which is supposed 
to mean that striking is an undige 
nified activity and a poor example 
to be set before easily corrupted 
young minds, This, of course, is 
downright snobbery, More to the 
point, in New York City and many 


other communities, teacher 
strikes are illegal; the spectacle 
of teachers breaking the law, of 
defying court orders to return to 
work, is hardly a splendidexample 
for youth, 

“*There are those who argue that 
such laws deny teachers a funda= 
mental right available to plumbers, 
auto assemblers, broadcasters, 
and others. In fact, these laws 
recognize a fundamental truth of 
labor relations, that strikes are 
designed to hurt somebody, 

“*In the typical industrial strike, 
the union seeks to hurt the company 
- its stockholders, management, 
distributors, consumers, In a 
teacher strike, where is the hard= 
ship directed? Charles Cogen, pre= 
sident of the American Federation 
of Teachers, insisted last week: 
“‘We’re not hurting the kids,** 
Who, then? Surely not the school 
board, or even, directly the 
parents, The union unquestionably 


strives to build public pressure’ 


for a favorable settlement and the 
way to build such pressure is to 
keep the youngsters on the streets 
and out of the classroom, 

The question then boils down to 
whether the teachers’ goals, how= 
ever justified, are worth winning if 
they can be won only by making 
children pawns in an industriale 
style power struggle, The answer 
appeared briefly on Mr, Mce 
Kissick’s Harlem blackboard «

““Blame for the tragic riots 
of the past summer was attributed 
at least in part to the frustrations 
of the unemployed, All kinds of 
make-work schemes were tried, 
and some no doubt helped but at 
heavy cost to taxpayers, 
Ironically, jobs for many people 
who need help the most were 
legislated out of existence, Even 
as artificial jobs were created at 
taxpayer expense the federal wage 
and hour laws were amended to 
increase the minimum wage, Lost 
jobs have been the result, 

**A federal minimum wage in= 
crease to $1.60 an hour will go into 
effect Feb, 1, 1968, Theescalatory 
effect of this increase will be felt 
all through industry and especially 
in the retail distribution field, It 
will spur inflation and mean more 
lost jobs for the marginal and 
unskilled workers, Moreover, as 
the federal minimum wage rises, 


individual states establish their 
own minimum wages, often higher 
than the federal level. 


**In California, the State Indus» 
trial Welfaye Commission has pro= 
posed a state minimum wage of 
$1.65 an hour - up from $1.30, 
To determine the probable conse= 
quences of this increase, theCalie 
fornia State Chamber of Gom= 
merce conducted a survey of 125 
firms employing nearly 60,000 
persons, over 36,000 of which are 
women and more than 2,000 are 
minors, Managements of the firms 
indicated there will be a cutback 
averaging 21 percent,
